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(f) Each official inspection station shall obtain and
mai ntain a copy of this chapter in good |egible condition
for use exclusively at the station

(g) |In accordance with section 286-211, HRS, each
public official inspection station shall provide
certificate(s) showing the policy(s) to be initially in
force, keep the certificate(s) on deposit, and furnish a
like certificate(s) upon each renewal of the policy(s)that
there is in effect a liability insurance policy issued to
the station owner or operator by an insurance conpany
aut hori zed to do business in the state. If a trade “dba”
name i s used, the registered and in good standi ng business
nane with the Departnent of Conmerce and Consuner Affairs
nmust be used with it. The policy shall insure the owner or
operator and any of their enployees authorized to inspect
vehicles in the mni mum anounts of $10, 000 for
conprehensive public liability for one person, $20, 000 for
one accident, and $5,000 for conprehensive property danage.

(f) The inspector certificate shall expire four years
fromthe date of issuance, unless revoked or suspended by
the director. Inspectors are responsible for keeping
certificates current. No rem nder notices will be sent to
i nspectors.
